' the 2(1 article of the said convention of the 6tli of 
.August. IS'27.

REPORT OF THE MINORITY. 

The Minority of the committee on Foreign .Af- 
fairs ask leave to report: That the third article of 
tlie convention between the United Stales and Great 
Britain, of October, 1818, provides that any country 
that may be claimed by either party on the north- 
west coast -of America, westward of the Stony 
Monntiiins, shall, together with its harbors, bars 
I and creeks, and tlie navigation of all rivers within 
I the same, be free and open for the term of ten years 
; from the date of the signature of the present con- 
: vention to the vessels, citizens and subjects of the 
two Powers, &.C. 

The convention between the same parties of Au- 
gust, 18'27, in Its first article stipulates : “All the 

• provisions of ifie third article of the convention 

• conrhidcd between the United States of America 
‘ and his .Majesty the King of the United Kingdom 
‘ of Great BrilHin and Ireland, on tlie 20th of Octo- 
‘ ber. 1818, shall be and they are hereby further in-

I The second article of the latter convention pro- 
! vides: “It shall be comjietent, liowever, to either of
